The address ia to the miniater of the 
colouiea. aud tnktta of the reform of the 
Spani^ tarift lawa. ^he financial con- 
ditioh dC (iiba ia ^raferred tu aa o.ie 
which^is "far from being prosperous 
and which may become even worse than 
it now is if. as is poeoible, the pi inciple 
of reciprocity is definitely adopted iti 
the tariff of tho Uriit^d States, with 
which nation our commercial 
relations are so important, and if 
the ehaagsa made Ib our tarlflli aro not 
aooh as to conaspand with that re- 
fona." 

After the Spaniah-Cnban cnttoms 
laws have been reviewed and certain 
changes in them demanded, it ia btutei 
to be the nuanimoaa opinion of the 
commercial bodiaa of Cuba that almost 
all the marketa of Eoropa are cluaed to 
CuDa s prindpal prodoct— sugar -aince 
European conntrtea are alao augar pro- 
ducers: so that, ae the factaara oonatant- 
ly depriving, the greatest market for 
Cuban goods ia the nation irhoas porta 
lie at her very door— the United Statea. 
The United Statea are to-day the regu- 
latora of the commercial market, just 
as England ia of tba money market. 
The lawmakers of the United States, 
the addres.^ declares, know that by im- 
posing heavy duties npon the manofao- 
t. red goods ti Kuropa tbey favor Uia 
development of their oirn induMBriss, 
compel the well-to-do ulasiiss to pay m- 
direct taxes, and that tbey have no 
cauie to fear reprisals, as Enropaan na- 
tions hare to fear tham firom each other, 
because sudh repriaala would have to 
apply tooereala, meats, petrolem, etc., 
which are tha very articlea that those 
nations abaolntely require. 

"Your exceUency," tha addiaas adds, 
has a proof of thia moonteatabla truth 
in Spain itself, which ia par asoellance 
a wheat producipg country and which, 
in apite of that fact, is dbOftd to Oiake 
gooa tha deflcisney of Its own wheat 
crop by importatioDS from tha United 
Stales.

The addraa a sa tirges upon the minieter 
of coloniea the importanoa of promptly 
meeting the aitnation by a reciprocity 
treaty with the United States. Espe- 
cially is this urgad to keep abreaat uf 
Brazil, who is prompt to tan adTantage 
of the qpahlBf for a narhot Ib ma 
United States.
